Yesterday morning the taking of 
testimony was resumed and after a 
few remaining witnesses had been ex* 
amined arguments were made by Hon, 
E. M. Dickson for the defendant, 
while Commonwealth's Attorney 
Franklin argued for the Common- 
wealth. Mr. Dickscn concluded his 
argument at noon and Mr. Franklin 
took up his argument upon the con- 
vening of court for the aft%rnoon ses- 
sion. He spoke until 4 o'clock when 
Judge Stout charged the jury, and 
they retired to begin their deliber- 
ations. 

The jury after being out one hour 
and thirty-five minutes reported to the 
court that they had-not reached a ver- 
dict, whereupon Judge Stout remanded 
them to the care of the Sheriff with 
the instructions for them to continue 
in their deliberations until ten o'clock 
and if a verdict was reached he would 
receive it and discharge the men from 
service. 

The case of Hickman has attracted 
considerable attention. At his examin- 
ing trial he was acquitted but the 
grand jury at the last term of court 
returned an indictment against him, 
charging him with the murder of 
Robinson. 

A motion was made for a new trial 
in the case of William McCoy, colored, 
convicted at the last term of court for 
the killing of Frazier White at a color- 
ed picnic at the fair ground. Attorney 
John Williams argued the case but the 
motion was overruled by the court. 
The case will be taken to the Court of 
Appeals.

The sugar industry in the United 
States, according to the wail going 
from protectionists will be "ruined" 
by the bill removing the tax from 
si:gar, reducing the price to the con- 
sumer approximately 2 cents a pound. 
This, then, will be the fourth time the 
industry will have been "mined, " 
according to the protectionists— always 
according to protectionists. 

The standpatters said the industry 
would be ruined when Porto Rico sug- 
ar was admitted free. But it wasn't. 
Then they said it would surely perish 
when Phillipine sugar was admitted 
free and again when Cuoan sugar was 
admitted.'at a reduced importjtax. 

But during this time of "ruio," 
'cane sugar production in this country 
! increased materially, and beet sugar 
production more than doubled. 

Two Sugar Trust Checks. 



When the bill to repeal the tax on 
sugar was up for discussion in the 
House, Asher C. Hinds, of Maine, 
arose and loudly proclaimed that a 
certain, ledger in the office of the 
sugar trust in New York would show 
that the trust had [sent checks to the 
campaign managers of both the Demo- 
cratic and Republican parties. Mr. 
Hardwick of Georgia rep ied. He said 
that what Mr. Hinds stated was true, 
but that the same Look also showed 
that the check which had been sent to 
the Democratic campaign headquarters 
had been returned uncashed, whereas 
the one sent to the Republicans had 
been cashed and spent.

Where Underwood Stands. 



Chairman Underwood, of the Ways 
and Means committee was interrupted 
in his speech against the sugar tax by 
a Louinana member, who inquired of 
Mr Underwood what he anticipated 
would happen to the sugar industry in 
Louisan* if the tax was removed from 
sugar. Mr. Underwood replied frank- 
ly that he did not know what would 
happen to the sugar industry of that 
state, but hoped it would survive, as 
it had done on previeus occasions. He 
added there was one thing he did 
know, howtver. and that was that the 
total production of sugar in Louisana 
was less than one-tenth of tho entire 
sugar consumption ;in the United 
States, and that he did not believe in 
the principle of taxing 92,000,000 
American citizens in order that a com- 
parative few sugar producers might 
make an extra profit. 

The Price of Sugar. 

The wholesale price of standard 
granulated sugar in New York on the 
day this item is written is $5.85 per 
hundred pounds. One week ago today 
the price was $5.75, one month ago tt- 
day the prices was $5.45 and one year 
ago, $4.60. These figures are taken 
from the weekly Statistical Sugar 
Trade Journal, the oeffiial publication 
of the sugar industry of the U. S. 

Whether the sugar trust finds it 
necessary to increase prices to reim- 
burse itself for the stolen millions it 
was forced to disgorge to the govern- 
ment, following the exposure of the 
underweighing frauds, or whether the 
increases are really justified by a 
shortage of sugar production abroad, 
is considered a debatable question by 
many. But the fact that the whole- 
sale price of sugar in London averages 
2 cents a pound less than in New York 
the year around, shows beyond question 
the advantage in favor of the consum- 
ers in the country where there is 
neither a sugar tariff nor a sugar 
trust.
